The grading or excavating machinery in- 
cludes drag and wheeled scrapers, plows, 
and the elevating graders used for railway, 
canal, road and general construction work. 
For handling the excavated material there 
are tilting and drop-bottom wagons, and 
railway dump cars of various types ranging 
from 1% cu. yds. to 20 cu. yds. capacity. 
There are also spreader cars for leveling the 
material dumped. The larger dump cars 
can be operated by air, and some of the 
views show these in use on railway work 
and on the Panama Canal. A few pages 
are devoted to a rock crusher of the jaw 
type, and elevators and chute screens for the 
product of the crusher.
